CHEAP BOOKS IN ENGLAND. 


THE movement by publishers in England 
to encourage the public to buy their fic- 
tion direct instead of reading it through the 
medium of the circulating libraries, by lower- 
ing the prices of certain of their books, is gain- 
ing ground. A short time ago Chatto & Windus 
entered the field with half-crown novels; then 
followed Sisley’s and George Routledge & 
Sons, also with new fiction at half-a-crown 
instead of six shillings. Next, William Heine- 
mann, one of the most far-sighted of the Eng- 
lish publishers, started publishing fiction. at 
four shillings; end now we notice that the 
Blackwoods are announcing Mrs. Cecil 
Thurston’s newest book, “The Mystics,” at 
3s. 6d. While the books pubiished at the 
lower prices, with few exceptions, are not by 
leading or even well-known authors, they are 
admitted to be good, so far as Jiterary merit 
is concerned, and well made from a manufac- 
turer’s point of view—indeed, full value in 
every respect. 

Along the same lines Thomas Nelson & 
Sons, already leaders in the field of inexpen- 
sive classics, notably in their New Century Li- 
brary, which has received the tribute of wide 
imitation, are preparing a collection of the 
best copyright books of living English novel- 
ists at sevenpence each, In order to make 
this possible the Nelsons have erected in Edin- 
burgh a new factory, filled with the latest 
lobor-seving machinery. The factory is stand- 
ardized, that is, it is organized for the produc- 
tion of books of a particular type, and for no 
other kind. Every operation in the manufac- 
ture is done by machinery, and to such 2 pitch 
has organization been brought that within a 
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few hours after the white paper goes in at one 
end of the building, completed books of from 
four to six hundred pages, printed, sewed with 
thread, and bound in cloth, are delivered to 
the packers at the other end. Book produc- 
tion, in England at least, has never before 
been undertaken at such speed and on so 
gigantic a scale, and because of this scale the 
individual book, being one of hundreds of 
thousands produced at the same time, can be 
offered at a price which at first sight seems 
wholly inadequate. The first twelve volumes 
of the series, the issue of which will begin 
towards the end of May, will be “The 
Marriage of William Ashe,” by Mrs. Hum- 
phry Ward; “The Intrusions of Peggy,” 
by Anthony Hope; “No. 5 John Street,” 
by Richard Whiteing; “The Battle of the 
Strong,” by Sir Gilbert Parker; “Robert 
Elsmere,” by Mrs. Humphry Ward; “Qui- 
sante,’ by Anthony Hope; “Fortunes of 
Christina Macnab,” by Miss Macnaughtan; 
“Incomparable Bellairs,” by Agnes and Eger- 
ton Castle; “The History of David Grieve,” 
by Mrs. Humphry Ward; “John Charity,” by 
H. A. Vachell; “The King’s Mirror,” by An- 
thony Hope, and “Sir John Constantine,” by 
“Q.” Among later volumes in the series will 
be “Marcella,” by Mrs. Humphry Ward; 
“The God in the Car,” by Anthony Hope; 
“If Youth But Knew,” by Agnes and Egerton 
Castle; “An Adventurer of the North,” by 
Sir Gilbert Parker, and “Clarissa Furiosa,” 
by W. E. Norris. This collection, it will be 
noticed, is planned on the lines of our so- 
called “rebinds,” but with this difference, that 
the volumes will be uniform in impression and 
binding and that they will be retailed at less 
than one-third of the price of the American 
“rebinds.” 

We have been accustomed to look to Ger- 
many for well-made and inexpensive reprints, 
at from six cents in paper to twenty-five cents 
in cloth; but England seems to be setting a 
pace downwzerd not only as to reprints but 
as to new copyright fiction as well, and in a 
manner that fairly takes one’s breath away. 
If the experiments of our English brethren 
should prove successful, and if they are able to 
prove that good cloth bound copyright books 
can be successfully marketed and profitably 
handled by the retail trade at from sevenpence 
to four shillings, then, whether the American 
booktrade now may believe it or not, the $1.50 
nevel will pass into desuetude just as cer- 
tainly as the old guimea-and-a-halt “three 
decker” made way for the cheaper one-volume 
successor and as that seems doomed to be 
crowded out by a still cheaper follower, 
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WILLIAM WILLIAMS—A PIONEER 
AMERICAN PUBLISHER.* 


Tue early American country printer’s con- 
scientious work, though often clumsily exe- 
cuted with rude primitive tools and material— 
the forerunner of civilization in the almost 
unbroken fastnesses of the new world—has 
been so seldom remembered, much less appre- 
ciated, by succeeding generations, that it 1s 
gratifying to note the filial tribute paid by one 
of his descendants to the life work of his 
grandfather in the field of American publish- 
ing—William Williams, whose enterprise 
made Utica, the beautiful city on the Mohawk 
in New York State, a literary centre for more 
than a quarter of a century. 

It is a question whether any one to-day 
would be able, even if he cared to undertake 
the task, to trace the pedigrees and the work 
of the printers who by their efforts sought to 
enlighten their section of the world in such 
modest towns, for example, as Greenfield, 
Mass., Exeter, N. H., Leominster, Mass., 
Newburg, N. Y., Portsmouth, N. H., Wrent- 
ham, Mass., New London, Conn., Peekskill, 
N. Y., Bath, N. Y., Schenectady, N. Y., Ban- 
gor, Me., not to extend the list. We venture 
to say that the searcher after information in 
this field would be able to obtain but the mer- 
est skeleton, or perhaps only isolated facts. 
Even Isaiah Thomas, himself a country print- 
er, in close touch with the printers and pub- 
lishers of the eighteenth century, in compiling 
his history of printing, not only missed many, 
but was able to give but the scantiest and, at 
times, the most unreliable, information of the 
minor printers and booksellers of his time. 
At the risk, therefore, of exaggeration, we 
are inclined to compliment without stint the 
author of the present work, (John Camp 
Williams, of Morristown, N. J.,) upon his in- 
dustry in rounding out to the fullest the his- 
tory of one of the most active and interesting 
pioneers of the publishing business in the 
Empire State. Indeed, William Williams 
might safely challenge any of the printers in 
the larger cities of his State, even New York 
City and Albany, so far as industry and the 
quality of his printed works was concerned. 

Briefiy, William Williams, was born in 
Framingham, Mass., October 12, 1787, the son 
of Thomas Williams, one of a family of tan- 
ners, who, in 1790, after being closed out by 
the sheriff, sought their fortunes further West 
—in the Sanger settlement at New Hartford, 
in the confines of Judge White’s prosperous 
Whitestown. True to their religious prin- 
ciples, their consciences would not allow them 
“to substitute the letter of the bankrupt law 
for their spiritual law, and in a few years they 
were making a trip back to Framingham, 
partly by foot, to pay off their old creditors 
in full with the first fruits of their new and 
prosperous venture.” 


In July, 1793, Jedediah Sanger, Samuel

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Wells and Elisha Risley began publishing the 
Whitestown Gazette, which was printed by 
Richard Vandenburg. This had the honor of 
being the first weekly newspaper printed west 
of Albany. For want of patronage it was dis- 
continued the next winter, and in the follow- 
ing year James Swords, of New York City, 
successor to Hugh Gaine, started the Western 
Centinel at Whitestown, Oliver C. Easton 
acting as the printer. This venture was also 
short-lived, and in May, 1796, the Whitestown 
Gazette was resurrected in New Hartford 
with Samuel Wells the proprietor and Will- 
iam McLean the printer. When McLean be- 
came proprietor of the paper he removed, in 
1798, to the new-formed town of Utica, 
changing the name of his paper to Whitestown 
Gazette and Cato’s Patrol. <A year later 
Thomas Walker, from Rome, a former ap- 
prentice to Isaiah Thomas at Worcester, 
Mass., set up his Columbian Gazette in Utica 
McLean had married Thomas Williams’s eld- 
est daughter the year before he removed to 
Utica, and so it was quite natural that young 
Williams, the subject of the volume under 
notice, should find a berth—in 1800—in his 
brother-in-law’s printing office. McLean’s 
paper continued until February, 1893, when 
he sold it to John H. Lathrop, who named it 
The Patriot. McLean removed to Vernon, 
N. Y., where he became associated in his 
father-in-law’s tannery. Lathrop kept Will- 
iams at his apprenticeship until 1807, when 
his name appeared as a partner in the printing 
shop of Merrell & Seward, the printers of 
The Patriot, which for several years was run 
separately from the extensive bookstore of 
Asahel Seward. In 1812 Mr. Seward married 
a sister of Williams, and so for a second time 
he was at work in the establishment of a 
brother-in-law. 

The output of the press of Merrell & Sew- 
ard, then Asahel Seward, and, later. Seward 
& Williams, was varied and numerous, and 
exhibited much of the handiwork of the ap- 
prentice and journeyman William Williams, 
who from the age of thirteen to twenty 
assiduously mastered his trade, which showed 
itself in his later work as printer, bookbinder, 
wocdcutter, bookseller and editor, even paper 
maker—a natural evolution of the self-made 
man who did whatever necessity required to 
keep his business advancing. 

Just where Williams learned the art of wood 
engraving has not yet been discovered. His 
first--known work in this direction covered the 
cuts that appeared in “The New Engiand 
Primer,” printed by Seward & Williams in 
1810. 

_In_ 1815 Seward & Williams began the pub- 
lication of The Patrol, a weekly newspaper, 
which was not only printed but also edited in 
their office. The publication was so success- 
ful that at the end of one year’s trial their old 
competitors on The Patrol proposed that the 
two papers be combined, which was agreed to 
in January, 1816. A year later Williams sold 
out his interest in the printing business and 
devoted himself exclusively to his bookstore 
and publishing business. 

_ The editor of The Patriot and Patrol hav- 
ing abandoned the Clintonian party and re- 
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tired from politics, the paper -was discontin- 
ued, and Mr. Williams, a strong advocate of 
De Witt Clinton, took upon his shoulders the 
entire responsibility of editing and publishing 
the new Utica paper, The Sentinel, which 
aided greatly in electing Clinton for Gover- 
nor. Mr. Williams, in 1825, disposed of The 
Sentinel to Dakin & Bacon, who joined it to 
their Gazette, changing the name to Utica 
Scntinel and Gazette, 

Williams, in 1828, associated himself with 
Balch & Stiles, copper plate engravers, who 
engraved maps of New York and Michigan, 
also bank notes for Utica and other western 
banks. After Williams had become a partner, 
the firm opened an office and workshop in 
New York City, where, with others, they es- 
tablished the forerunner of the American 
Bank Note Company. 

In 1832 the publishers of the Edinburgh 
Encyclopedia, of Philadelphia, for which 
Williams had been agent since 1814, failed, 
owing to its inability to collect subscriptions 
and the non-payment of notes which Will- 
iams had endorsed for business friends. The 
result was that his business was sold by the 
sheriff in 1834. His creditors continued the 
business under Williams’s name, but it ran 
behind, and in 1840 was closed out altogether. 

In 1841 Williams was thrown from the top 
of a stage coach, falling on his head, which, 
added to his financial troubles, so affected his 
mind that he was not fully recovered before 
his death, which occurred in Utica, June 10, 
1850. His work had been done; but his influ- 
ence for good still lives in the community with 
which he was so long identified. All honor 
to his kind. 

From Williams’s printing office a number 
of distinguished men were graduated, among 
them Henry Ivison, founder of the firm of Ivi- 
son, Phinny & Co., and Ivison, Blakeman & 
Co.; Mr. Williams’s son, Dr. Samuel Wells 
Williams, the famous American sinologist, 
who went to China in 1832 as a printer in the 
service of the American Board of Foreign 
Missions, was interpreter to Commodore Perry 
on his expedition to Japan in 1853-’54, and 
who assisted in many other diplomatic ser- 
vices in China and Japan; Ellis H. Roberts, 
assistant United States Treasurer in New 
York City in 1889-1803, who furnishes the 
introduction to the present volume, and many 
others of more local fame. Thurlow Weed 
also formed one of Williams’s family, which 
often included as many as eight apprentices. 

Williams took part in the War of 1812 as 
Adjutant of the Regiment of Infantry of the 
County of Oneida, which was called into ser- 
vice at Sackett’s Harbor. In time he rose to 
the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. He was al- 
Ways prominent in church work, and took 2 
leading part in the Anti- Masonic movement. 

The author of this interesting book suc- 
ceeded in tracing the titles of 252 of the books 
published from the presses at Utica, with 
many of which Williams was connected, from 
1803 to 1838. They include, as may be imag- 
ined, many American school books and books 
and pamphlets by local authors, though works 
Ot general interest are not lacking. 
he volume has been sumptuously printed 
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by the Gilliss Press. on hand-made Van Gel- 
der paper (165 copies) and on Japan paper 
(15 copies). It contains a mezzotint portrait 
of Williams by S. Arlent-Edwards; a colored 
photogravure portrait of William Morgan, the 
exposer of Masonic secrets which led to the 
famous anti-Masonic movement, and numer- 
ous woodcuts by Williams, facsimiles of title- 
pages, etc. Altogether it is a most dignified 
and valuable contribution to the history of 
printing in the United States. 





MUST PAY THE PRICE AS BILLED OR 
RETURN ORIGINAL GOODS. 


THE following decision in the suit brought 
by Edward J. Clode vs. The Syndicate Trad- 
ing Company, to recover the price of books 
as billed or to have the original goods re- 
turned within a reasonable time is of interest 
to the trade: 

Statement of Case.—On or about July 22, 
1905, plaintiff sold and delivered to the de- 
fendant fifty (50) copies of a book called 
“The Great Mogul.” These books were ac- 
companied by a bill offered and received in 
evidence on the trial of the case in the Muni- 
cipal Court of the City of New York for the 
seventh (7th) District, from which bill it ap- 
pears that the price of the books was one dol- 
lar and fifty cents ($1.50) each, 2-5 & 5 off, 
making the purchase price forty-two dollars 
and seventy-five cents ($42.75). Shortly after 
defendant received the books it telephoned 
the plaintiff and said it could not use them at ; 
price billed. On the day that the books were ‘i 
delivered defendant made a claim for the dif- ' 
ference between plaintiff’s bill and the order, 
hence both the plaintiff and defendant knew 
at the outset that there was a difference be- 
tween them as to the price. Defendant of- 
fered plaintiff forty dollars and fifty cents 
($40.50) in full settlement, which plaintiff re- 
fused to accept and promptly returned de- 
fendant’s check, accompanying it by a letter 
dated August 3, 1905, stating that the goods 
were billed at the regular rate and no allow- 
ance could be made. Sundry conversations 
between plaintiff and defendant followed dur- 
ing the months of Atgust and September, 
1905, and plaintiff demanded the return of the 
fifty (50) copies of the book on several occa- 
sions, which demand was not complied with 
by the defendant. The defendant then went 
into the open market and bought fifty (50) 
copies of the book and returned them to the 
plaintiff, but plaintiff refused to accept them. 

Upon the trial in the Municipal Court, the 
judge held that the defendant, knowing at the 
outset about the difference as to price, could . 
not wait three months after plaintiff’s request 
was made to return the identical books or pay 
for them, and then go into the market and 
purchase other copies and force them on the 
plaintiff, and thereupon the court found that 
the defendant had no right to offer to return 
books other than those actually sold and de- 
livered by the plaintiff, and judgment was 
accordingly entered in favor of the plaintiff, 
from which judgment the defendant appealed 
to the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court of New York State. 
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Appeal.—The brief filed on appeal by the 
counsel for the plaintiff recited the facts 
above stated, and showed that plaintiff had in 
no instance taken any other position, that he 
would not entertain any allowance on the 
price of the books, that they must either be 
paid for at the price billed or returned; that 
the defendant had disposed of the books de- 
livered, and some months after the sale had 
gone into the open market and purchased 
other books and attempted to compel the 
plaintiff to accept them in lieu of the books 
which were originally sold, thus seeking to 
avoid the payment of the bill; that defendant 
could not accept the books and evade paying 
for them by returning, or attempting to re- 
turn, other books. 

The judgment rendered by the lower court 
in favor of the plaintiff was unanimously con- 
firmed by the Appellate Court, with costs 
against the defendant. 





GUILD OF BOOK-WORKERS. 


Tue Guild of Book-Workers, composed of 
amateur and other binders and printers, il- 
luminators, engravers, etc., is giving its first 
annual exhibition at the old Tiffany Studios, 
Fourth Avenue and Twenty-fourth Street, 
New York City, to be continued until the 
20th inst. 

This exhibition is interesting for the reason 
that books are also exhibited in process of 
being bound. The original William Morris 
Kelmscott press, for example, is in operation 
by a private printer, and other work is shown. 

Illustrations are given by amateur binders 
of the various processes through which a 
book passes before the final tooling is done. 
The guild has had great success in attracting 
members, inasmuch as almost all the States 
in the Union are represented. This exhibit 
forms the largest collection of American ama- 
teur work ever gathered together and gives 
the patrons of fine binding an opportunity of 
seeing what is now being done in this country. 
While admission tickets are not a sina qua 
non, they can be obtained of the secretary, 
Mrs. Ruth Starrett, 347 West Eighty-fifth 
Street, New York City. 





“THE JUNGLE” ON THE STAGE. 


Tue following interesting coincidence was 
brought about by the simultaneous perform- 
ance this week of a dramatization of “The 
Jungle,” by Upton Sinclair, at Keith and 
Proctor’s in New York City, and “The Un- 
dertow,” by Eugene Walter, under the same 
management at the Harlem Theatre. 

Both of these treat of the labor problems, 
and at a moment of intense excitement in 
“The Undertow” Mr. Sinclair’s book is re- 
ferred to as a remedy for the evils around 
which the plot of “The Undertow” is woven. 
It was only after the arrangements for pro- 
ducing both plays were completed that this 
fact was noticed. 

While Mr, Sinclair’s powerful exposé of 
the beef trust evils was one of the most suc- 
cessful books of the year, “The Undertow” 
makes its debut with its initial appearance 
this week at Proctor’s Harlem Theatre.

TO BE PLACED ON THE “INDEX.” 


It is reported that the new syllabus in 
course of preparation by the Holy Office will 
contain a solemn condemnation of the works 
of the Abbé Houtin and of Fogazzaro, in 
addition to condemnations of the writings of 
the Abbé Loisy, the Rev. Dr. William Barry 
and the former Jesuit priest, Terrill. 

It is reported in Rome that the Abbé Loisy, 
whose books were placed upon the “Index” 
in 1903, mainly owing to the efforts of Car- 
dinal Richard, Archbishop of Paris, is suf- 
fering from an incurable disease, but before 
dying he hopes to finish his most important 
work, an “Exesis” or explanation of his 
apologetics. . 


A DEVOTIONAL “BEST SELLER.” 


“THe CHANGED Cross,” a volume of relig- 
ious and devotional verse, has just been 
brought out under the imprint of G, P. Put- 
nam’s Sons. This book was originally com- 
piled and published by the late A. D. F. Ran- 
dolph, and already about 250,000 copies of it 
have been sold. It includes a little group of 
poems by Mr. Randolph himself. The bulk of 
the verses contained in it are anonymous. 
Whether regarded from the standpoint of 
style, thought, imagery, or sentiment, every- 
thing between its covers is within easy reach 
of the comprehension and sympathy of all 
simply pious sculs, 

Good English reiigious lyrics are scarce, 
and this is said without forgetting the Wes- 
leys, the good Dr. Watts, Keble, Faber and 
Frances Ridley Havergal into the bargain. 
That such rarities—good devotional lyrics— 
abound in “The Changed Cross” might be in- 
ferred from the fact that up to the present 
speaking a quarter of a million of people have 
procured, each for himself (or herself), a 
copy. What more need be said? 








OBITUARY NOTES, 


Henry Draper Harrower died on April 23, 
at his home, 210 W. Fourth Street, New York 
City. Mr. Harrower was born in Massachu- 
setts in 1847, and was connected with the 
Ivison, Blakeman & Co. and its successors, 
and more recently with the Macmillan Com- 
pany. 

SAMUEL Bayarp Dop, auther of “Stubble 
or Wheat” and “Highland Chronicle,” died on 
April 19, at his home in South Orange, N. J. 
Mr. Dod was born in Princeton, N. J., in 1839, 
and, until he became executor of the vast 
Stevens estate in Hoboken, N. J., was a 
Presbyterian clergyman. 


JoHN Epmonp Rouse, president of ihe 
Globe Publishing Company, 44 East Twenty- 
third Street, New York, and of the American 
Newspaper Association, died on April 19 at 
his home, 418 William Street, East Orange, 
N. J. He was forty-eight years old. Before 
coming to New York he was identified with 
the Werner Publishing Company, of Chicago. 


FERDINAND GREENEBAUM, president and 
manager of the Nassau News Company, 200 
William Street, New York, died on April 18, 
at Lakewood, N. J. Mr. Greenebaum. was 
bern at Eckenhagen in Westphalia, Germany, 
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in 1852, and was brought to this country by 
his parents when still a child. After passing 
through the public schools he became a com- 
positor and for_a time was employed in the 
New Yorker Staats-Zeitung office. While 
there he kecame interested in the distribution 
and transportation of newspapers, which, in 
7802, led him to organize the Nassau News 
Company. He established the business at 13 
Spruce Street,and made a specialty of handling 
the German newspapers. Some years ago his 
business became an auxiliary of the American 
News Company and was removed to William 
Sireet. Mr. Greenebaum, though a _ hard 
worker and stern disciplinarian, was of a 
sunny nature and disposition, who was wel- 
come everywhere and esteemed by all who 
knew him. 

AnpDRE THEURIET, the French novelist, poet 
and dramatist, died on April 23, in Paris. 
Theuriet was born in Marly-le-Roi, October 
8, 1833. He studied law with an idea of mak- 
ing that his profession, and was admitted to 
the bar in 1857. In 1867 he entered the Min- 
istry of Finance, but continued to devote a 
great deal of time to literature, for which he 
had already shown unmistakable talent. His 
first published poem, “In Memoriam,” ap- 
peared in the Revue des Deux Mondes. His 
poem, “Chemin des Bois,” received the special 
commendation of the French Academy in 
1867. In 1870 he issued a volume of short 
stories entitled “Nouvelles Intimes,” and four 
years later his first novel, “Mademoiselle 
Guignon,” brought him into conspicuous no- 
tice as a writer of fiction. Theuriet received 
the decoration of the Legion of Honor in 
1879, and in 1896 was elected a member of the 
French Academy, defeating Emile Zola, who 
was then a candidate for the second time. 
Theuriet also achieved success as a play- 
wright. One of his plays, “Jean-Marie,” a 
one-act drama in verse, was acted at the 
Odéon, in 1871, by Porel and Sarah Bern- 
hardt, and was adopted as a part of the reper- 
tory of the Théatre Frangais; another play, 
La Maison des Deux Barbeaux,” drew large 
audiences to the Odéon in 1885. Theuriet’s 
poems are now collected in four volumes— 
Chemin des Bois,” “Le Bleu et le Noir,” “Le 
Livre de la Payse” and “Jardin d’Automne.” 
‘Among his best known novels are “Le Mar- 
‘age de Gérard,” “Sous Bois,” “Sauvageonne,” 
“Amour d’Automne,” “L’Oncle Scipson,” 
ante Aurélie,” “Claudette” and “Le Man- 
uscrit du Chanoine.”
